SASKATOON, 1903:—‘‘ - 

——A-sprinkling ofrude shacks dotted upon a raw prairie and housing merely 113 sanguine 
souls-:—One-wretched-railroad-over-which-a-most-miserable-mi-xed-passenger-and-freight 
train came and went upon no schedule, but merely as convenience dictated. One tiny 
single-room school; no streets, no sidewalks; neither.'sewers nor waterworks; no light, 
no newspapers, no telephone, —in fact, nothing' that bqfp. the faintest semblance of simplest 
comfort. But, in the midst of those' crude, embryonic conditions there ever dwelt a profound 
conviction in the future,--a future which seemed so impossibly dazzling in contrast with 
the drabness of things as they then-werer And, yet, how humble were these hopes of 
yesterday in the light of today’s achievement!
